BY-LAW NO. 48. 


A By-Law to provide for borrowing the sum of 
$15,000 upon the credit of the Municipality. 

Whereas it is expedient that there should he raised 
by the Municipality of the town of Edionton the sum 
of $15,000 to enable the Municipality to erect a fire 
hall, te purchase certain fire apparatus required for 
the use of the Municipality and provide means for a 
—T supply of water for purposes of fire protec. 

on. 

And whereas the value of the rateable property in 
the Municipality, secording to the last revised assuss- 
ment roll is $664,364.00. 

And Whereas the amount of the existing debt of 
tne Municipality, other than for current expenses, is 
319,500.55 (incurred in respect of local and perman- 
ent improvements) and 3765.30 for inferest thereon 
making teyether $20,263,835 whereot no part is in 
arrear. 

And whereas it is expedient to sorrow the said sum 
of 715,000 by the issue of debentures, the principal 
whereof shall be repayable in 20 vears from tne dateon 
which this By-law takes effect and whieh shall bear 
interest in the meantime payable half yearly at the 
rate of five per cent per annum. 

And whereas it is expedient to provide for the 
repayment of the said principal sum by the 
creation of an equal yearly sinking fund. 


And whereas the total amount which will be requir. 
ed tu) be raised annually by a spectal rate for repaying 
the jaid debt of $15,000 by means of a sinking fund as 
aforesaid, andthe interest thereon as aforesaid is 
$1,203 65. 

And whereas the annual special rate on the dollar 
req ired as being sufficier.t to pay the said interest 
amd to create the said vearly sinking fund for 
the paying of the principal is one mill and eighty- 
two one hundredths of a mill.

atthe Imperial Bank of Canada, Edmonton, Alberta, 
N. W. T., and to have attached to them coupons for 
the paywent Of interest. 


(3) For the purpose of paying the amount which 
shall be required to be raised annually for paying 
the said interest and creating an equal yearly sinking 
fund to be set apart for the said principal sum of 
$15,000, a special rate of one mill and eighty-two 
one bundredths of a nitll on the dollar,over and above 
all other rates and taxes shall be levied (in the same 
manner and at the same time as the general munici- 
pal taxes) upon the whole rateable property in the 
Municipality in each year forthe period of 20 years 
from the said 2nd day of July, 1898, being the period 
during which the said debeutures will run.
